to the Minister of foreign affairs the 
earnest desire of the Government of 
the United States that in the course 
of tho military expressions . which 
havo begun between 
Russia 
and 


Japan the neutrality of China and' In 
all practicable ways, her administra- 
tion In entirety shall lie r«:speete-l by 
both parties and that the area of 
hostilities shall be 
localized 
and 


limited as much as possible so that 
any undue excitement and 
'disturb- 


ance of the'Chinese people may be 
prevented and the least possible loss 
lo the commerce and 
peaceful in- 


terference of the world may be oc- 
casioned. At the same tlmo this gov- 
ernment Informed the Powers of Its 
action and requested- similar action 
.on their part. 'The- whole purpose of 
the United States was primarily to 
protect the Interests of the United 
States In China, secondly to1 
save 


China from "anarchy and ruin."

Symbolism and Idealism 
! Tho decorative use" brings with It 
the symbolic. 
Life ts subordinated 


to the coltln'euss of stone. Tho whirl- 
Ing cyclone comes to be represented 
.by the dull, round face. The best the 
•'Greeks did was by the next method. 
There are no longer snakes 
nor 


•wings: The serpents are now clam- 
my locks of hair and tho wings havo 
given way to tho cold, chill face that 
cuts Its way through the air. This 
method Is Idealism. Tho Greek, there- 
Tjy. expresses what the -Egyptian had 
'to symbolize, without the symbol. In 
accordance with Plato's dictum that 
man Is the measure of all things, he 
recks to tell all life by the human 
face. We have no more of. the awful 
creature that Perseus only could over- 
come. 


Decadence—Caricature 


, Perseus always finds Medusa In tho 
west. Beyond Gibraltar he finds this 
monster Greece had never known. So, 
in a manner this myth leads to our 
own country. 
Medusa—the 
storm- 


cloud—hail boasted that her tresses 
were more beautiful than those 
of 


Athene, the sun-cloud. To punish her 
Athene had turned her hair to snakes. 
The ludrlcous conceit of the storm- 
cloud seizes the artist In the period of 
decadence and 'cnrieaUtrc that fol- 
lows.

New Archbishop of Catholic Church 


Issues His First Lenten 


Rcglations. 


The following lenton 
regulation, 


have boon Issued by, 
ArchblsJioi; 
Mcssmcr: 


1. All Fridays ana fast days ilur 


Ing tho year are .days of abstlucnc 
from flesh meat. 
On 
Saturdays 


which by law are also days of abstl 
nonce, flesh meat Is allowed by apos 
tollc Indult at all meals, unless the} 
happen to bo fast days. 


2. The following days arc 
.fas 
days of obligation: All days of Len 
(except Sunday); the Ember days 
the- vigils or eves of Pentecost, o 
the assumption of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, of all nalnts, and of Christ 
mas; lastly, the Fridays of Advent. 


On fast days only one full men! a 


day Is allowed to persons obliged to 
fast. 
But Indult and . custom allov 


coffee, tna,' chocolate, with a piece 
of bread In thn morning, and the use 
of egrrs^ butter, milk, etc., the colla 
tlon (lunch) may ho' tal:on at noon 
and the dinner or principal meal In 
the evening.

MADISON STARTS

The Tobacco Warehouses in That 


City Will Need Seven Hun. 


•dred Workmen. 


It Is believed that he Madison to- 


bacco warehouses will begin uortlng 
next week, according to the Madison 
Journal. 
This moans employment 


for probably 700 persons, who. each 
winter, find work In the warehouses. 
Of the sorters throe-fourths arc girls. 
They arc shown the preference at an 
tho warehouses because that particu- 
lar work Is light and tho girls are usu- 
ally faster at It than tho boys. Furth- 
er than this tho warm spring wcath- 
cr Is not as great a temptation to them 
as It Is to tho boys, who arc able to 
find other work and then invariably 
quit the warehouses as soon as It ar- 
rives. 
For the present last year's 


crop will bo sorted, as tho farmers 
hrtvo not as yot appeared with much 
of this year's yield. In 1303, at this 
time tho Madison warehouses had al- 
ready sorted nnd shipped groat quan- 
tities of tobacco, having opened ear- 
ly In January. 
Their activities con- 


tinued unt(I as lato as May. In view 
of tho fart that tho farmers say this 
year's tobacco Is Inferior to that ot 
last year's ylold. because of tho ex- 
treme wet weather, which • rusted 
much of It that can now only bo used 
as fillers. It Is not likely that tho busy 
season will bo as long as list year. 


It Is said that Dane county farm- 
ers took down three-fourths of their 
tobacco during tho soft, damp woath 
er of last week. Growers say that If 
the same conditions liad lasted 24 
hours longer, all of the crop would 
have been taken down. It Is reported 
that tho tobacco growers nro canvas- 
Flng the county and several stiles at 
T to 8 cents a pound are being made.

The defences IntoiiiU'il to prciteet tlio 
river crossliiK consisted of two little 
forts or redoubts armed with four can- 
non each and connected by Infantry 
parapets., The parapets csti'iuled on 
each side of tlio forts, maklnjj n line- 
two miles In length. 


Two brigades of Confederates hold 


the -line which was also under tho 
range of guns on the opposite side of 
the river, where the main Confederate 
army under Itubcrt E. Lee lay In l>lv- 
ouac. The railway bridge had been 
destroyed In the ravages of war nnil 
Its place filled by a temporary bridge 
of pontoon boats. 


One point In the orders plvon "Uncle" 


John Sedgwlt'k hy his vhleftaln that 
day was that he "push the epemy 
across tlio river before dark." In fool- 
Ing the enemy's strength when 'the 
corps approached the river the division 
of General "Dad" Ilus«i>ll hail inarched 
to the foot of a Btony slope leading up 
to the works. One brigade under the 
pager Colonel Upton was deployed as 
skirmishers far up the slope and 'the 
troops only waited for the word to go 
In. With leaders like Sedgwlck. Ilus- 
sell and Upton the situation meant 
flght If tho other fellows would titand 
for It. 


As'the day waned Sedgwlcl: called 


bis officers around him to discus* the 


for himself. Captain n. \V. Furlong 
leaped over tho works nnil after empty- 
Ing his revolver In the Confederate 
ranks picked up n mnukot and fought 
with It as n club until he fell dead. 
Borgoiint O. II. ItohertH of Company II 
found himself lighting alone after leap- 
Ing the parapet and threw up his hands 
when summoned to mil-render. Seeing 
that he hud been followed over the 
wprks hy several comrades, he shouted. 
"X<>. I tako It back!" With live of hie 
fellows lie rushed upon tho color guard 
of the Eighth Louisiana, seized the Hag 
and In a desperate struggle bore off the 
trophy and a hatch of prisoners nlonj; 
with It. Ueeds of valor without number 
n-ere repeated all over the Held. 


The bitter struggle couldn't last long 


with odds of ten to one. The Maine 
skirmishers who entered the redoubt 
on tho right were driven out. hut they 
did not retreat far. Some of the tiklr- 
inlshcrs confronting the rllle pits be- 
tween the redoubts had also been re- 
pulsed and, these bands uniting, ruMicd 
to the loft and Joined their comrades 
In the other redoubt and helped them 
hold their fort.

The Confederates barely waited for n

After taking 


the vle\vs of others Sedgwlck said to 
Russell, "Do you think you can carry

"Then go ahead nnd do It." 
The redoubts stood near the center of 


the line about 'JOO yards npart. 
In 


front of tho space between the forts 
Colonel Upton had deployed half the 
skirmishers of the Sixth Maine, about 
150 men. Just at sundown this par- 
ticular body of skirmishers was doubled 
by calling up tho remaining live com- 
panies of the regiment nnd ordered to 
advance on the enemy. With arms at 
a trail. • stooping as tlioy went, the 
Maine men glided forward In two lines 
well spread out. Some distance' In the 
rear of the skirmishers the Fifth Wis- 
consin regiment waited In line of battle 
to back up the rush of their Maine 
comrades. 


Tbu skirmishers moved out with no 


cops on -their muskets, depending en- 
tirely upon the bayonet to drive In the 
enemy's, out posts.

A headquarters sequel to. tills bril- 


liant affair Illustrates tho different esti- 
mates placed upon battle valor. Gen- 
eral Sedgwluk ordered the captured 
buttle Hags presented at Mcadc's head- 
quarters by General Russell, escorted 
by one company of each of the regi- 
ments engaged In their capture, all un- 
der command of Colonel Emory Upton. 
Tho occasion was a unique military 
fete. Tho flags of the regiments repre- 
sented were carried along with the 
eight captured banners. - 


General Ilnssoll had been wounded In 


the fight and was on camp leave. 
Mcado conferred upon him the honor 
of bearing the Hags to Washington for 
delivery In the usual fashion to the 
secretary of war, and offered him an 
extended leave to recover from his 
wound.
